Andrew Johnson claimed 
the administration had 
always been working 
with the best interests of 
Harlow residents in 
mind. 

“We have been fighting 
to get best value for 
council taxpayers and the 
best advice services 
possible for the amount 
this council can afford,” 
he said. 

“The administration has 
had very little time to 
look at these proposals 
and to get a new set of 
recommendations out so 
quickly shows how much 
we care for our 
residents’ needs.” 
However, the extension 
could prove to be 
nothing more than a stay 
of execution for the vital 
service as the council 
claimed it had a legal 
obligation to put the 
contract out to tender 
and could not guarantee 
that HWRA’s bid - 
detailed in a letter sent to 
the authority by service 
head Sue Jones - would 
be successful. 

Speaking to the Star 
after the meeting, Ms 
Jones said: “It really 
comes down to whether 
or not the council wants 
more value for their 
money as we are able to 
promise them substantial 
additional funding for 
the service if they accept 
our bid. 

“Although redundancies 
would still be inevitable 
because of the size of the 
budget cut, at least 
something of the service 
would be retained and 
the people of Harlow 
would still be able to get 
the specialist help and 
advice they need - albeit 
on a reduced scale.” 

She said that retaining an 
independently-run 
service would allow 
people to have 
confidence that there 
would be no conflict of 
interest when it came to 
helping them with 
problems involving the 
council. 

“If the service is taken 
in-house it could well 
compromise the level of 
advice and support 
available,” she said. 

As a result of the 
decision, Harlow Welfare 
Rights and Advice is set 
to reopen to the public 
on April 1. 


Killer struck fatal blow 
during row over a taxi 


A MAN who struck a 
fatal blow during a row 
over a taxi in Harlow town 
centre has been found 
guilty of manslaughter. 

The punch thrown by 
Daniel Clarke following an 
altercation outside the 
Quattroz nightclub left 34- 
year-old Mark White with a 
ruptured brain artery. 

Clarke (22), of Church Leys, 
Harlow, had pleaded not guilty to 
the charge. But at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday the jury of 
seven men and five women found 
him guilty. 

As the verdict was announced, 


cries of “yes” rang out from fam¬ 
ily of the dead man. 

Judge Christopher Ball warned 
Clarke he would be jailed when 
he returns to court to be sen¬ 
tenced. 

“We all know you didn’t intend 
to kill; it was unintended circum¬ 
stances from a punch up that’s all 
too familiar,” said the judge. 
“This is why courts are so con¬ 
cerned about violence in public 
and send people to prison.” 

However he added the sentence 
was likely to be at the bottom end 
of the range as there was no intent 
to cause serious harm. 

Refusing an application for 
bail and remanding Clarke in cus¬ 
tody until the date of sentence, 


the judge added: “I am concerned 
particularly given the proximity 
of the defendant with others who 
have an interest in this case. 

“Bail brings with it an opportu¬ 
nity for unfortunate events for 
everyone.” 

During the week-long trial the 
court was told that on March 21 
last year Mr White had been out 
drinking with friends. 

They had arranged to go home 
in a taxi but when they got into 
the vehicle they were subjected to 
obscene gestures from Clarke’s 
group after they thought the oth¬ 
ers had jumped the queue. 

Mr White and his friends then 
got out of the cab. Two of them 
began to chase members of the

other group while Mr White stood 
by the taxi. 

The court heard that Clarke 
then struck Mr White with a hard 
punch which felled him. He sub¬ 
sequently died from the injury he 
sustained. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
Detective Inspector Martin 
Passmore said: “This is a tragic 
case where humorous banter over 
a taxi booking turned violent and 
resulted in Mr White’s death. 

“Our thoughts are with his 
loved ones and I can only hope 
that this verdict will in some way 
help them to start to come to 
terms with their loss.” 

Clarke is due to return to court 
next month to be sentenced.

Pub offering a 
history lesson

I T is now a place where 
people can relax and chat 
with friends over a drink 
but many regulars of the 
William Aylmer pub may 
not realise their favourite 
watering hole has an 
interesting histoiy. 

Aylmer House, in Kitson Way, 
was built as part of the new 
town development and was 
once a furniture store offering 
the latest designs in the 1950s. 
After a few years of trading, it was 
taken over by a car company and 
used as a showroom, complete 
with a glass frontage which gave 
shoppers the chance to gaze 
longingly at the vehicles of the 
time as they went about their 
business. 

The retail block stood almost alone 
in the area, which has since been 
transformed into a bustling office 
and leisure space, and it served as 
a successful showroom until it was 
snapped up to be used as a 
Jobcentre for the town’s hundreds 
of unemployed workers before 
eventually being taken over by pub 
chain JD Wetherspoon in 2002. 

The building’s new owner did not 
want to create a faceless gastro 
pub and enlisted the help of local 
history officer David Devine from 
The Museum of Harlow to share 
details about the building’s history. 
It was then Wetherspoon’s learned 
of the Aylmer family of Moor Hall, 
who lived in Harlow in 1383. 


William, an abbot, was the first 
recorded member of the family 
and it is his name which was given 
to the office block when it was 
erected. 

The family house was once one of 
Harlow’s leading residences but 
sadly nothing now remains of the 
property. 

However, drinkers can learn all 
about the family, the building and 
the new town’s history the next 
time they are in the pub, thanks to 


one of the many written snippets 
of information displayed on the 
walls.

Jail threat to 
pervert who 
stored child 
porn images 
on computer 

A PERVERT who stored 
hundreds of indecent 
images of children on his 
computer has been 
warned he could face jail. 
Nearly 2,500 pictures 
were found on Martin 
Fuller’s computer after a 
police raid, Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told. 


M P expenses 
'need reform' 
says Rammell 


Fuller (22), of Ram 
Gorse, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to four charges of 
making and possessing 
pornographic images of 
children. 

Judge Peter Fenn told him 
on Monday: “The court 
views offences such as 
those to which you have 
pleaded guilty very 
seriously. All sentencing 
options, including a 
custodial sentence, remain 
open.” 

He added that the court 
wanted Fuller to co¬ 
operate in the preparation 
of pre-sentence reports 
which will be taken into 
consideration before 
sentencing. 

But Fuller was warned the 
court would not view it 
favorably if he spurned 
that chance. 

The court heard the 
photographs showed no 
sexual activity and were 
rated as level one images, 
the lowest category on a 
system used by police to 
determine the severity of 
the pictures. 

Fuller was released on 
unconditional bail to 
return to court in May for 
sentencing. 

Police arrest five 
HGV stowaways 

A GROUP of suspected 
illegal immigrants were 
being held in police 
custody yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Police stopped a lorry at 
the Shell pretol filling 
station on the A414 at 
Harlow on Tuesday 
afternoon after a driver 
reported seeing people in 
the back of the vehicle as 
it travelled along the Mil. 
The Polish driver was 
arrested on suspicion of 
bringing the Vietnamese 
nationals into the country 
but he was later released 
without charge. 

Two men, two women and 
a boy of 13 were also 
arrested. 


HARLOW MP Bill Ram¬ 
mell has claimed more 
than £100,000 in expenses 
since 2001 to help pay the 
mortgage on a one-bed- 
room apartment close to 
Westminster.

flat where he stays following late-

But although Mr Rammell was 
fully entitled to claim the money, 
he told the Star this week he had 
recently stopped doing so because 
he had become convinced the 
expenses system was in need of a 
complete overhaul. 

“I, like MPs of all parties, have 
claimed the Additional Costs 
Allowance, as has been published 
and reported locally," said Mr 
Rammell 

“There is a case for this 


allowance but I have come to the 
view that we need root-and- 
branch reform,” he said. 

“"The public has lost confi¬ 
dence in the system and, there¬ 
fore, although I am entitled to the 
allowance, have been in the bot¬ 
tom 25 per cent of claimants and 
have always claimed in line with 
the rules, I have recently stopped 
claiming the allowance complete¬ 
ly” 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
announced last week that the 
Government would be investiga- 
tiong MPs’ expenses following 
allegations in national newspapers 
that Harrow MP Tony McNulty 
was using the Additional Costs 
Allowance to make payments on 
his parents’ home.

STINKING and unsight¬ 
ly bags of rubbish have 
been left to pile up out¬ 
side homes because dust¬ 
carts cannot get access to 
pick them up. 

Illegally parked cars 
are preventing collection 
vehicles getting to cer¬ 
tain areas of The Dashes, 
Harlow, meaning bags 
remain until vehicles are 
moved. 

The problem has 
resulted in some bags 
being left outside homes 
for a week, creating an 
unpleasant smell. In 
some cases they have 
split, spewing their con¬ 
tents onto footpaths and 
roads. 

A spokesman for 
Harlow Council, which 
contracts an outside 
agency to collect the 
town’s household waste, 
said it is aware of the 
problem. 

“Waste collection 
vehicles are having prob¬ 
lems accessing some 
estates where people are 
double-parking or park¬ 
ing half on pavements, 
restricting access to vehicles,” he said. 

“It could also cause problems for fire 
engines and ambulances. 

“We apologise to residents for the 
inconvenience this is causing. Where 
refuse and recycling crews are unable to 
make collections, they will return as a 
matter of course at a later time to attempt 
collection. 

“However, if access is still blocked 
collections are postponed until a later 
date.” 

The council’s Scrutiny Committee is 
understood to be considering a range of 
measures to tackle problems caused by 
parked cars in the town’s estates.

Pathetic response 
to cuts in funding 

SIR, Does Robert Halfon take us for 
downright idiots? It seems so. 

In trying to justify the decision of 
Conservative councillors to slash funding 
for Harlow’s Advice Centre he completely 
misleads and distorts the facts. 

The Labour/Liberal Democrat 
administration did not leave the coffers 
bare. As the independent district auditor 
made clear, the council’s budget position 
was sustainable. 

Harlow Council has received a proper 
Government grant this year. The 
Government’s support for councils 
increased by 39 per cent above inflation in 
the first decade in office and now by an 
extra £8.9bn through this current three- 
year settlement. 

In contrast, under the Tories, central 
government support to local authorities 
fell by seven per cent in the four years up 
to 1997. 

As for national pooling of rent surpluses, 
this was a practice started by the last Tory 
government and it is housing rent money. 
As the Housing Revenue Account is ring- 
fenced, even if pooling didn’t happen not 
one penny of this money could be spent on 
General Fund activities such as the advice 
centre. It would be - and is - for the 
maintenance and repair of Harlow Council 
properties. 

National pooling has existed since 1989 
and, therefore, every council 
administration has faced this since then. 
Not one has cut frontline services in the 
same way as Harlow’s Tory council. 

The reason Harlow Tories have cut the 
advice centre is they do not support it. 
Such dishonesty from Mr Halfon really is 
a pathetic response.

EU rule threat 
to fire service 

SIR, It is worrying to learn that new 
European Union regulations could 
lead to cuts in Essex’s fire services 
and force up council tax bills. 

The European Parliament has voted 
to impose new red tape through the 
EU Working Time Directive. If the 
new EU rules go ahead, workers’ 
rights to opt-out from the working 
time rules will be abolished. 
Employers would have to ensure 
workers work no more than 48 hours 
a week. ‘On-call’ time in the 
workplace, even when inactive, 
would be counted as working time. 
This will have a devastating impact 


on retained firefighters who double 
up their fire work with other jobs. 
Many have pagers and are on call in 
the event of emergencies. This will 
cut the number of retained 
firefighters on active duty, especially 
in rural communities. There will be 
reduced local fire cover, response 
times will increase as firefighters 
have to come from further away and 
more full-time firefighters will be 
needed, pushing up the fire levy on 
council tax bills. 

The Local Government Association 
and Chief Fire Officers' Association 
have attacked the plans. 

Currently in Essex there are 258 
retained firefighter posts of which 
238 are filled, reflecting recruiting 
difficulties. Such shortages would 
worsen if Labour’s Euro MPs get 
their way. 

Retained firefighters do a superb 
service to our community, helping 
tackle fires, floods and road 
accidents. I am very concerned at 
the effect of these new rules which 
would cut back workers’ rights to 
work when they choose. 

This red tape would cut local fire 
services, put lives at risk and force 
up council tax across Harlow and 
surrounding villages. It is vital the 
Government stands firm on this 
crucial issue. 

Labour MEPs need to be sent a 
message in the European elections 
that their failure to protect local fire 
services is not acceptable.

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College lecturers 
in payouts claim 


TWO former Harlow College lecturers 
have started a legal challenge for com¬ 
pensation over claims they were unfair¬ 
ly dismissed in a staffing restructure. 

About 80 people were either made redun¬ 
dant or chose to leave their posts at the cam¬ 
pus in 2007 following the implementation of 
a new learning and teaching strategy which 
they claimed would change their salaries and 
hours of work and saw many having to reap¬ 
ply for their jobs. 

On Tuesday a 10-day hearing began at a London 
employment tribunal to determine whether or not 
the college acted unfairly. 

In a statement issued at the end of the 
opening day, Barry Lovejoy, head of fur¬ 
ther education for the University and 
College Union, said: “UCU has the firm 
view the college failed to meet statutory obli¬ 
gations in consulting with staff on these changes. 

“It was wrong for the college to move staff from 
lecturer to tutor grades without proper consultation 
on how this change of role would be implemented. 
Many people faced inferior time terms of service as 
a result. We are pursuing a protective award on 
behalf of members.” 

History lecturer James Meadow, from Cheshunt 
and former colleague Paul Hughes, from 
Redbridge, are taking the action. 

Giving evidence on Tuesday, Mr Meadow said he 
was dealt ‘a devastating blow’ when he heard he 
was to lose his job. “I was part of the union team 
working to ensure we took steps to prevent the job 
losses,” he told the hearing. 

Mr Meadows said he was appraised during the 
dismissal process and given the lowest score. “I was 
evidently being detrimentally treated because of my 
trade union activity,” he said. 

The hearing continues.

CONCERNS have been 
raised about the safety of 
residents plagued by anti¬ 
social behaviour after one 
woman was threatened 
with an imitation gun. 

Yobs are said to be causing 
trouble at Prentice Place, in 
Potter Street, defecating and 
starting fires in stairwells, 
spraying abusive graffiti on 
walls and even daubing cars 
with paint. 

The trouble came to a head 
earlier this month when mum- 
of-three Julie Clarke was threat¬ 
ened with what she thought was 
a gun as she left her flat. 

Police were called and two 
young suspects were detained.

“I have a seven-year-old 
daughter and she is afraid about 
everything that has been going 
on,” Mrs Clarke told the Star. “I 
just don’t know what to do.” 

She has applied for a council 
house but claims she is being 
hampered because the council 
wants to move her to another flat.

Ward councillor Mark 
Wilkinson, who is helping Mrs 
Clarke in her quest to find 
somewhere else to live, said the 
area suffers from a number of 
problems. 

“I am concerned for the wel¬ 
fare of all the residents there, “ 
he said. “I think she [Mrs 
Clarke] should be put in a house 
and I am pressing the council 
over this.” 

A council spokesman said the 
authority was working with 
police to tackle anti-social 
behaviour in the area and said 
residents were being kept 
informed on the progress being 
made. 

Regarding Mrs Clarke’s 
attempt to seek alternative 
accommodation, he said the 
council was unable to discuss 
individual cases but added some 
residents who have been living 
in temporary accommodation 
for more than a short period 
were advised they had a better 
chance of successfully bidding 
for properties if they chose flats 
because of the shortage of hous¬ 
es.

A YOUNG woman pushing a 
child in a buggy snatched a 
handbag from a frail 
pensioner. 

The woman approached the 
84-year-old victim who was in 
a motorised scooter travelling 
along Brays Mead, Harlow, at 
about 1pm last Wednesday.

The woman is described as 
white, about 1.52m (5ft) tall, 
in her late 20s with straight 
dark hair and crooked teeth. 
“This very distinctive 
description should register 
with a friend or relative and 
we would urge them to do the 
right thing,” said PC Hinkins.

Police arrest four in 
car crime crackdown 


Council staff to bolster thin blue line 


COUNCIL officers are to be handed new 
powers which will allow them to issue fines for 
offences including riding bikes on footpaths. 
Harlow Council has been granted authority to 
allow staff to train for an Essex Police 
Community Safety Accreditation which will 
see employees such as street wardens, park 
rangers and security staff given authority to 
deal with incidents such as anti-social 
behaviour, disorder and nuisance. 

Under the measures they will be able to hand 
out fines to under- 18 s trying to buy alcohol in 
licensed premises, for wasting police time or 
giving a false statement, riding bikes on 
footpaths and for behaviour likely to cause 
alarm or distress. 

They will also be able to confiscate alcohol 
and tobacco products from youngsters. 
Currently only council community safety 
enforcement officers have the power to issue 
fines and only for offences such as anti-social 
behaviour, littering and dog fouling.

The council is the first organisation in Harlow 
to receive the award.

FOUR people have been arrested in Harlow 
as part of a major police crackdown on 
travelling criminals. 

The week-long operation across the whole west¬ 
ern division of Essex Police targeted crooks by 


using automatic num¬ 
ber plate recognition 
technology to scan 
vehicle number plates. 

It allows officers to 
determine within a few 
seconds whether a car is 
stolen or has been used in a 
criminal offence. 

In Harlow police stop¬ 
ped a total of 52 people at 
petrol stations throughout 
the town. One was arrested 
on suspicion of theft, two 
for possession of cannabis 
and another for public 
order offences. 

Four vehicles were also 
seized after the drivers 
were found to have no 
insurance. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Criminals use vehi¬ 
cles to carry out many 
crimes. They will identify a 
car they want to steal, gain 
entry to the owner’s home, 
take the keys and drive 
away with it.

“The car may be stolen 
for its own worth or used to 
commit other crimes, but 
in either case it needs fuel 
and its occupants need 
food and drink. Petrol sta¬ 
tions can provide both and 
as it visits the watering 
hole, police can intercept 
it.” 

District commander Chief 
Inspector Nick Morris add¬ 
ed: “We know that crimi¬ 
nals use vehicles to commit 
crime.

“We are grasping the ini¬ 
tiative to drive down crime 
and increase arrests as they 
will not know where and 
when we are operating.”

T his time last year I was living in 
Harlow and commuting daily to 
my fundraising job for a national 
charity in the City.

HARLOW MP Bill Ram- 
mell has urged the town’s 
councillors to ease the 
burden on tenants dur¬ 
ing the current recession 
by reducing a planned 
rent hike. 

Harlow Council is plan¬ 
ning to increase rents by an 
average of 7.4 per cent in the 
next financial year, but Mr 
Rammell is worried that 
many cash-strapped house¬ 
holds will struggle to meet 
the extra cost. 

Pointing to new Government 
guidelines suggesting average 
rent increases should be halved 
from 6.2 per cent to 3.1 per cent, 
he claimed it was vital the coun¬ 
cil followed suit and used an 
increased subsidy from 
Whitehall to offset the drop in 
revenue. 

“With almost 7,000 people on 
Harlow Council’s waiting list, 
we need to be thinking creative¬ 
ly about how we provide afford¬ 
able housing in the town but 
also how to ease the burden for 
residents,” he said 

“It is vital that agencies pull 
together during these difficult 
economic times to help people 
who might have difficulty pay¬ 
ing their bills.”

Working conditions 
improve at hospital 


WORKING conditions at Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital are get¬ 
ting better, according to a sur¬ 
vey carried out by the Health¬ 
care Commission. 

The Government watchdog 
found more than 40 per cent of 
staff felt there had been signifi¬ 
cant improvements across the 
board, particularly in relation to 
training opportunities and 
employee communication. 

Workers were particularly 
satisfied with the Trust’s above- 
average provision of equal 
opportunities for career progres¬ 
sion, and 79 per cent said they 
had received job-relevant train¬ 
ing, learning or development in 
the past year - an increase of 
eight per cent on 2007’s survey 
results. 

But although the Trust did not 
perform worse in any area com¬ 


pared to last year, the report 
makes it clear there is still room 
for improvement - especially in 
terms of the availability of 
health and safety training and 
the number of staff experiencing 
harassment, bullying or abuse 
from patients and their relatives. 

Alan Farmer, executive direc¬ 
tor of Workforce, the Trust's 
human resources department, 
said he was generally pleased 
with the survey’s findings. 

“I am pleased to see a marked 
improvement in our results,” he 
said. “We have performed sig¬ 
nificantly better in nearly a 
quarter of the questions com¬ 
pared to last year. 

“It is important we don’t 
become complacent and address 
the areas of continuing under¬ 
performance and where we have 
scored averagely.”

MOOT House Players revisited a 
modern classic in this enjoyable 
performance of David Storey’s 
critically acclaimed Home. 

The play, first presented by the group in 
1974, at first seems to be about two 
elderly men putting the world to rights 
and reminiscing about the past - but it 
becomes apparent all is not as it seems. 
The dynamic of the play shifts when two 
deluded women appear on the scene and it 
soon begins to click that this seemingly 
straightforward drama is in fact a subtle 
portrayal of life in a psychiatric hospital. 

The intimate setting of only two chairs and a 
table provided the perfect backdrop and the 
use of few props allowed the captivated 
audience to focus entirely on the 
performers. 

The actors made good use of the stage, 
using every nook and cranny to ensure no 
part of the audience was excluded. 

Flirtatious Kathleen (Joan Lanario) produced 
the most laughs as she continuously flashed 
her knickers in a bid to add to her ever¬ 
growing list of conquests. 

Alfred (Dan Powell), meanwhile, who fought 
aggressively with tables and chairs, garnered 
numerous belly laughs for his brilliant 
portrayal of a nervous and confused would- 
be wrestler. 

The play ended on a rather sad note and I 
left the theatre feeling sorry and saddened 
for the circumstances in which the 
characters came to be in the hospital, but in 
no doubt that Moot House Players are so 
much more than your average amateur 
theatre group.

Box of dire predictions

ALEX Proyas, director of Dark 
City and The Crow , delivers a 
chilling tale of global disaster in 
which one unsuspecting man 
finds himself charged with 
saving mankind from oblivion. 
Fifty years after a group of 
elementary school children drew 
pictures and buried their artwork in 
a time capsule, a new generation of 
curious tykes opens the container. 
Inside, young Caleb Koestler (Chandler 
Canterbury) discovers a sheet of paper 
written by a little girl, which at first 
glance seems to be lines of random 
numbers. 

But when his father, Professor John 
Koestler (Nicolas Cage), begins to 
unravel this number series, he 
discovers that contained within the 
sheet of paper are the precise dates, 
death tolls and geographical co¬ 
ordinates of every major catastrophe to 
befall mankind. 

More worrying, there are three more 
sets of numbers on the page pointing 
to imminent catastrophes on an 
unprecedented scale, all somehow 
involving John and Caleb. 

As he races against time to avert 
carnage, John meets Diana Wayland 
(Rose Byrne) and her daughter Abby 
(Lara Robinson), descendants of the 
girl who wrote the original number 
sequence who may hold the key to 
unlocking its secrets. 

The casual viewer might find Cage’s 
presence at the top of the cast list more 
of a warning than an enticement, given 
the long run of turkeys he's headlined 
in recent years from World Trade 
Center , the execrable remake of The 
Wicker Man, Ghost Rider and National 
Treasure 2: Book of Secrets to the 
pointless remake of Bangkok 
Dangerous. 

But the film’s received warm praise 
from critics receptive to the credibly 
dark and paranoid tone given the 
material by Proyas, as well as for its 
intelligent writing.

JULIA Roberts and Clive Owen reunite in 
the highly anticipated new film from 
writer/director Tony Gilroy, set in the high 
stakes arena of corporate espionage. 

Words are meaningless in this comic caper 
because everyone is bluffing to some 
extent, concealing true intentions behind a 
compliment or seemingly genuine smile. 
We don’t know who to trust - if anyone - 
as the intricate plot unfolds, right up to the 
final frame when the myriad knots 
untangle and the winners and losers in the 
elaborate scam discover their fate. 

In a world where every identity could be an 
elaborate illusion and every declaration of 
love a bare-faced lie, who do you trust? 
Gilroy gleefully pulls the rug from under us 
at the same time as the characters, 
relishing each hairpin twist and turn. 

The chronologically fractured structure 
helps to conceal some of these sleights of 
hand, at the expense of dramatic 
momentum. 

The fog does lift in closing scenes but by 
then, some members of the audience may 
be a tad exhausted, performing mental 
gymnastics without any obvious payoff. 

CIA officer Claire Stenwick (Roberts) and 
MI6 agent Ray Koval (Owen) leave behind 
government intelligence to seek an easier 
and far more profitable future by 
employing their expertise in the cutthroat 
world of big business. 

Working for rival multinationals, they find 
themselves chasing the same proof of a 
product that, once patented, could make 
either company market leaders and a small 
fortune. 

In order to stay one step ahead of the 
competition, Claire and Ray double and 
triple-cross, using every trick in the book 
(and inventing a few new ones) to ensure 
they get the relevant documents first. 
However, the former spies soon realise that 
all of their training cannot immunise them 
to mutual attraction, which frequently leads 
to the bedroom.

Film idea gives friends the blues 



ZACK AND MIRI MAKE A PORNO 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

Zack (Seth Rogan) and Miri (Elizabeth Banks) are old 
schoolfriends stuck in McJobs, facing eviction from 
the apartment they share and watching their basic 
utilities cut off one by one. 

Desperation looms when inspiration strikes Zack that 
the fastest way to turn a buck and stave off their fiscal 
woes is to make and distribute their own blue movie. 
Dragging in favours and hastily throwing together a 
cast to star alongside them, they get ready to roll, safe 
in the knowledge that a quicky for the cameras will in 
no way affect their years-long platonic friendship ... 
Director/writer Kevin Smith delivers his most 
accomplished and satisfying movie in a while, 
blending the scatological humour of Clerks and a 
refreshingly blunt approach to sex with the 
unexpectedly sweet wistfulness of Chasing Amy. 

His guffaw-out-loud script is safe in the hands of his 
two hugely likeable and accomplished leads, with 
Rogan and Banks giving perfectly timed and nuanced 
performances. 

Along for the ride are View Askew regulars Jeff 
Anderson (Randal in Clerks') and Jason Mewes (Jay, 
in just about every Smith movie), plus spirited 
performances from crossover porn starlets Traci 
Lords and Katie Morgan. 

Extras include a making of that’s almost as funny as 
the feature itself plus interviews.

QUANTUM OF SOLACE 

(MGM/20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, 15, 
retail & rental) 

Daniel Craig’s second outing as national treasure 
James Bond almost literally picks up where Casino 
Royale left off, hurling the viewing into the midst of a 
white-knuckle car chase. 

Seeking revenge on the murderers of the woman he 
loved (even though she betrayed him), 007 bludgeons 
his way to the heart of the international criminal 
organisation Quantum, a multi-tentacled outfit with a 
vast global reach which specialises in bankrolling 
terrorists, overthrowing legitimate governments, that 
kind of thing. 

Going rogue from M16 but with the help of gorgeous 
villain’s plaything Camille (Olga Kurylenko), Bond 
discovers there’s something far more precious than 
oil in the sights of master crook Dominic Greene (the 
appropriately sardonic Mathieu Amalric). 

The rebooted franchise sticks close to the formula of 
the first film with a blend of messy, bone-crunching 
violence and crash-edited adrenalised action 
sequences, but if anything it sometimes veers a little 
too close to the kinetic pace and grit of the Bourne 
trilogy which clearly inspired it and risks leaving 
behind all the hallmarks of a Bond movie. 

That said, Craig has settled into the part just fine and 
the environmental concerns are well integrated into 
the story rather than glibly tacked on in a villain’s 11th 
hour monologue.

AN EMPRESS & THE WARRIORS 

(Cine-Asia/Showbox, 15, retail) 

Coming from Tony Siu-Tung Ching, action 
choreographer of Hero and House Of Flying Daggers, 
this epic of Chinese feudal warfare and internecine 
plotting is every bit as visually ravishing as you’d 
expect. 

When the emperor of Yan dies fighting off an 
invasion, his daughter Feier (Kelly Chen) takes the 
throne but the subterfuge of her ambitious cousin 
leaves her poisoned and hiding out in a remote forest, 
slowly coming to love the doctor who saved her life 
even as her kingdom teeters on the brink of civil war 
and duty beckons her back to the battlefield. 

The politics of the piece are done well enough but it’s 
in marshalling the grand battle sequences and the 
clash of beautifully armoured troops amid slow- 
motion bursts of blood and rain that the film really 
comes into its own. 

The disc also features a making-of mini documentary.

KING BOXER 

(Momentum Pictures, 18, retail) 

Made by Shaw Brothers in 1972, King Boxer (aka Five 
Fingers Of Death) is the film that pretty much singled- 
handedly kick-started the Western craze for kung fu 
movies. 

It’s a testament to the film that it remains as powerful 
and exciting more than 35 years later, with a 
wonderfully intense central performance from Lieh 
Lo as young Chao who, to keep a rival martial arts 
school in its place and avenge an insult to his own, 


heads off to learn the fabled and lethal Iron Palm 
technique before entering an important national 
tournament. 

There’s a lot of melodramatic to-ing and fro-ing, but 
not enough to get in the way of the various 
murderous shenanigans Chao’s rivals put in his way 
and the dazzling displays of technique shown in the 
film’s various fight sequences. 

Extras include an audio commentary featuring 
Quentin Tarantino, an interview with King Boxer's 
Korean-born director Chang-Hwa Jeong, stills and 
trailers.

THE 36 th CHAMBER OF SHAOLIN 

(Momentum Pictures, 18, retail) 

Hailing from 1978 and wildly popular in its day, Shaw 
Brother’s The 36 th Chamber Of Shaolin has arguable 
aged less well. 

Far more procedural than King Boxer in intent, it 
follows a young man forced to leave his home by 
Manchu invaders and seeking the wisdom of the far- 
off Shaolin Temple, the birthplace of kung fu. 

Much of the film is a chronicle of his learning as he 
works his way stolidly through the pain and privations 
of the first 35 disciplines of martial arts until reaching 
mastery of the form and advising the abbot to create 
a new, 36th chamber to train the common people 
and allow them to fight back against their oppressors. 
Extras include a commentary featuring Wu-Tang 
Clan’s The RZA, several interviews, a concert video 
for Wu-Tang Clan's Gravel Pit, stills and trailers.

Small

I F you had decided that a 
small car was the thing 
to have, there was a time 
when you had very little 
choice. 

Small, cheap and with three doors 
more often than not, that was your 
lot. Now, of course, every 
conceivable niche is explored by 
dozens of manufacturers. 

The Qubo is Fiat’s first foray into 
the mini-MPV sector, which has 
seen a steady increase in 
popularity over the years as 
buyers have become keen on the 
idea of having something small on 
the outside but practical and 
spacious on the inside. 

In keeping with Fiat’s value angle 
on things, the Qubo is a mix of 
Grande Punto and van, but at this 
end of the price structure that’s 
certainly no bad thing. The mixed 
origins helps to keep the cost down 
and when you're buying something 
small it needs a price tag to match. 
To say the Qubo is an unusual 
looking car is an understatement, 
but that doesn’t mean it is lacking 
in charm. The gaping front end 
has a cheery honesty to it, the 
sliding doors and rising window 


line are smart, while the rear is 
neat and attractive. 

Inside there’s even more to be 
pleased about. For a start, getting 
in has never been easier. For those 
in the front seats, the high roofline 
means you barely have to duck in 
order to slide into the high- 
mounted seats. 

Those in the back can dive in 
through the sliding rear doors, a 
legacy of the van-based status of 
course, but given that they appear 
on expensive full-size people 
carriers too, they are extremely 
useful and pay dividends when 
unloading kids in a multi-storey 
car park. 


Space is also something there’s no 
shortage of. In the front, headroom 
is simply not an issue thanks to 
the high roofline and steep 
windscreen. Even the tallest of 
men with a taste for expansive 
headgear will find more than 
enough room and there's decent 
elbow room to go with it. 

In the rear, there’s sufficient space 
for tall people to get comfortable 
too, with a good view out thanks to 
the rear seats being mounted 
slightly higher than those in the 
front. 

Due to the width, three full-size 
adults across the rear seat might 
be a bit of a squeeze but it’s not 


impossible and there are few cars 
with these external dimensions 
that could claim that. 

As you would expect, the cabin is 
designed to be as practical and 
spacious as possible. There is a 
smattering of storage areas 
throughout, but it’s the amount of 
space on offer that’s really 
impressive. With the seats 
occupied and up to the top of the 
parcel shelf there's 330 litres of 
space. 

Remove the parcel shelf and you 
have 650 litres, only slightly less 
than a large estate, and with the 
seats folded you have a mammoth 
2,500 litres to play with. If that’s 
not enough, it’s time to call in a 
removal firm. 

Slide behind the wheel and you’re 
greeted by the vaguely familiar 
layout which is largely inherited 
from the Grande Punto. That 
means it is simple but attractive, 
with a chunky steering wheel, 
handsome dials and simple rotary 
controls for the heating and 
ventilation. 

The high-mounted gear lever is 
also a benefit, and the driving 
position is upright but 
comfortable. Thanks to the huge 
glass area, visibility is very good, 
and piloting the Qubo is a largely 
stress-free experience.

The steering is light and accurate, 
and the Qubo responds well to 
your demands. Under the bonnet 
there's a choice of a 1.4-litre petrol 
delivering 73bhp and the 1.3-litre 
Multijet diesel providing 75bhp, 
though with considerably more 
torque to back it up. That said, the 
Qubo is no fireball even in diesel 
form. You need to make an effort 
with the revs and the gear lever to 
make decent progress, but thanks 
to the decent refinement your ears 
won’t get a bashing as a result. 
There’s a lot to like about the 
Qubo, especially when you bring 
the subject of prices into it. The 
entry-level 1.4 Dynamic checks in 
at a modest £9,750, but even the top 
dog 1.3 M-Jet Dynamic is only 
£12,350. 

It’s worth plumping for the diesel, 
but all models come with a decent 
level of kit including hands-free 
Bluetooth and a USB connector, 
which, as well as allowing an MP3 
player to be connected, also lets 
you use Fiat's Eco:Drive system 
designed to help you monitor your 
economy and emissions via some 
clever software and a USB stick. 
The Qubo is not on its own in this 
sector, but it does score highly on 
practicality and value. And that’s 
more than enough to satisfy the 
needs of a whole host of keen 
buyers.

MIDFIELDER Ryan Hall has left 
Harlow Town and right winger 
Dee Okoiie is about to do so. 

Hawks boss Glen Alzapiedi released 
Hall earlier this week and will let 
Okojie go after Harlow’s home clash 
against basement side Heybridge Swifts 
this Saturday. 

“Ryan was not performing to the levels 
required of a midfield player,” said 
Alzapiedi, pictured right. 

“Dee rang me up [ Monday ] and has 
asked to leave Harlow. He will not play for 
me again. 

“He will go before March 31 [transfer 
deadline ], though. He would be good in a 
team which is near the top of the league.” 

Alzapiedi’s side bounced back from their 
terrible defeat against Ashford last 
Thursday with a victory at Canvey on 
Saturday and draw at Dartford on Tuesday.
